There is no
acsin the business world whera more
ird work, closer enlenlatlons, keener
insight into afinirs and  philosophical
conclusions ave demanded and supplied
than in the bankers' and brokers’ ofices
in the nelghborhood  of the stock oxe
change, and there 1s no elass of men who
wintoeh events move closely and more in-
telligently than the uperators who be-
long in these offices,

It was to Will street that the govern-
ment came for help when money was
neaded o carry on the late war, and it
was from Wall streot that the assistunce
viane which made the continuanco of the
government s possibility,  Was it a
ginthering of gnmblors and selfish speeu-
lntors who gave this ussistance?

il kinds,  These amount to 2,000,000,
und ared powerin the country today.
While it is unfortuiutély true that dis
reputable profectors and managers have,
especially through the medium of con-
struction compunies, made use of ruil-
roais for the purpose of swindling cap-
italists, yet In spite of suweh  pgreat
abuses, the rallrond system propagatod
by Wall strect cupital has been chintly
insteumental in the development of the
weilth and prosperity of this country,
